HENRY FORD’S SHAMEFUL ATTACK ON THE 


AMERICAN JEWS. 


It is difficult to understand the purpose of Henry Ford in 
the bitter campaign he has inaugurated against the Jews in 
America. 
In his weekly newspaper, the Dearborn Independent, 
and through the publicaaion of books and pamphlets for circula­ 
tion, Mr. Ford is working himself into a state of hysterics over 
what he terms the “Jewish Dictatorship of the United States.*’ 
The Detroit millionaire always is hard to understand when 
it comes to questions affecting American 
policies. 
His 
pro­ 
nounced hostility to preparation for war and his association and 
co-operation with the pacifists, his equipment of the 'peace ship/’ 
in which he sent a party of sentimental pacifists to Europe to 
“call the boys out of the trenches” and which made America the 
laughing stock of the world—everything, almost, that Mr. Ford 
has “launched” as a public policy has been past 
understanding 
from the standpoint cf Americanism. 
Whatever his motive and purpose now in launching a bitter 
orive against the Jews, they appear to be quite as un-American 
as other public policies originating with this millionaire manu­ 
facturer of Detroit. 
He assails President Wilson for his ap­ 
pointment of “Barney” Baruch to the head of the war finance 
board and blames the Jews for the failure of the 
Wilson 
ad­ 
ministration. 
Mr. Ford works himself into a frenzy over the menace of 
the Jews in America, but, like all of the fine frenzies into which 
Mr. Ford has worked himself in recent years, there is no intelli­ 
gent foundation for his fears; nothing in his deductions and 
nothing to'come of his prophecies of evil. There is no Jewish 
dictatorship in America.
